On landing there, they secured their
discharge in due form, and then went
to the Fremont Hotel, where they
once more became transformed into
the sprucest of landsmen.

I<ord Herschell is now traveling lei¬
surely eastwards, and before sailing
for home proposes to visit Canada,
lie Is the son of that ex-Lord High
Chancellor of the same name, who died
with such tragic suddenness at Wash¬
ington lifteen years ago, while en¬

gage! on a special mission from the
P-rltish government in connection with
the Canadian fisheries problem, his
remains being conveyed back to Eng¬
land on bot'.rd an American man-of-
wa r.
Lord Herschell, like his father be¬

fore him, has a strong strain of Jew¬
ish blood In his veins. For the late
Lord Herschell (no relative of the
famous astronomer of that name) was
the eon of a Hebrew refugee from
Ilussian Poland, who, after being bap¬
tized by the Hlshop of London, be¬
came a missionary among his former
< ^religionists. and started a chapel of
his own, off the Kdgeware Road, In
London, where he preached and did
much good.
The missionary's son adopted the

law ab .*t profession, and for tiie first
seven years after his being called to
the bar, met with every species of dis¬
couragement and disappointment, being
practically briefless. At length, how-
over. the leader of the Northern Cir¬
cuit detected his remarkable legal
ability, and from that time forth his
use vis steady. He became Lord
High Chancellor of the realm in 1SS6.
being the first member of his race on
record to hold tho office of keeper of
the sovereign's conscience, as the Lord
High Chancellor is officially styled,
ilis elevation to the woolsack consti¬
tuted the fulfilment of a prediction
made at the time when Disraeli first
became Premier; that it would not be
long before the chancellorship, the
highest lay oflice of tho realm, would
be held by a member of the Hebrew
race.

i lie late I.«ord Herschell, who re-
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colveil a peerage on uscendlrig tho
woolsack, left n fortune of over

$1,000,000. acquired ontlrely by his
pructice at tlio bar. Ho was a Liberal
and a homo ruler in politics, and only
once excited unfavorable comment,
namely, when lie accepted tho Grand
Cross of the Order of the Bath, lie
was the lirst Loril High Chancellor in
three centuries to accept an order of
knight.lood while in ollice, and by so

doing: was regarded as having lowered
the lofty dignity of the Keeper of
the Great Seal.
The present L«ord Horschell, who is

unuiari iod, and a man of thirty-six, has
no heir to his peerage, and for a time
was comptroller of tho royal house¬
hold. As such, he was second otllcer
under tho lord steward, and in the
absence of the latter replacod him.
It was iiis duty to check und examine
all the accounts of the Board of Green
Cloth, for the expenses of the royal
household, and he bore on such occa¬
sions, in token of his office which
dates from tho reign of Kdw«rd IV., a
white wand or staff. He stands par¬
ticularly well «vltli King George, as
he did also with the late King Ed- I
ward, ami is usually the spokesman
for foreign affairs in tne House of
Lords, Sir Ed waul Grey, the Secretary !
of State for Foreign Affairs, and Ills
Under Secretary of State being both
In the House of Commons.

There Is one name In the new stand¬
ard "Peerages." just issued In Eng-
land, which will excite both interest
and assuredly much discussion, name-
ly, that of the widowed Lady Whit- j
burgh. For her position Is altogether
anomalous, ;. ncl without precedent.

In 1912, George V., on tho occasion
of his birthday, bestowed a peerage
upon Sir Thomas Borthwlck head of
a great Liverpool and Manchester con¬
cern, which virtually controls tho trade
fiom the live stock mark?: in Aus¬
tralia, to the dead meat markot in
Great Britain, tho lirm owning enor¬
mous ranches and sheep runs In the
Antlpodos. Some months usually
elnppe before the patent of a peerage
can he mado cut and receivj the sov¬
ereign signature and the Groat Seal
of the realm. Sir Thomas died sud¬
denly, before these formalities had
been accomplished, and thereupon
King George caused a new patent to be
prepared lRst winter, bestowing the
peerage upon Sir Thomas's eldest son.
who took his seat In due course In the
Upper house of Parliament, as lirst
Ijord Whitburgh, of Whltburgh, in
Midlothian.
Subsequently, the King ordered that

Lord Whltburgh's brothers and sisters
should enjoy the same stvle and pre- j
cedent e as If their father had lived to
take his seat in the House of Lords.

Finally, the sovereign bestowed on
the Lite Sir Thomas Horthwlck's
widow, by royal warrant, the "style
and title which she wouitl have held
had her husband survived until the
letters patent conferring on him the
barony of Whitburgh had passed the
Great S?al."
But the King, either Intentionally or jby inadvortenoe, restricted her to "the

stylo and title" of Lady Whitburgh,
that is to s'iy, of a baron's widow, but
without the status or precedence of a
peeress. Lady Whitburgti, therefore,
although possessed of the style of a
baroness of the United Kingdom, that,is to say. of peeress, remains In the
eves ol" the law a commoner, is de¬
barred from any of the privileges and
prerogatives of the peerage and is
forced to yield the "pas" to her own
sons ami daughters. For, whereas
they, by the sovereign's warrant, have
the precedence and status of the chil¬
dren of a peer of the realm, she. de-
spito her title, remains a commoner,
and has only tho precedence and the
official standing of the wife of a mere
baronet.

The impending marriage of Charles
Bunbury, eldest son and heir of Sir
Henry Bunbury, lo Catherine, "laugh¬
ter ot' H. K. Held,-of the Cakes near
Epsom, recalls the marriage of the
sixth baronet, whose name was also
Charles, to Lady Sarah Lennox, who
might have been Queen of England
had she listened to the entreaties of
George 111., who was completely in-
fatuatcd by her. There was in those
days nothing to prevent such a union
on equal terms, since the royal mar- jllage laws had not been enacted.
Lady Sarah, after permitting him to

woo her i<«r a time in the gardens and
mead.iwa around Holland House, where
she was staying with her married
sister. Lady Holland, ) ejected hist
pressing offers and threw her sovereign
over, in order to marry the much more
comely Sir Charles Bunbury, famous
as the hnndsoihest man of his day.
For a time she lived happily with him.
But then he commenced to neglect her;
not for any other woman, but for the| sake of the turf.

i Tho next thing that happened was
that she eloped with Sir William Gor-
do*n, but only remained with him for
three months; then returned to Eng¬
land with her brother, the Duko of
Klchmond, was divorced by Sir Charles
Bunbury, anil finally married Colonel
George Napier, by whom she had sev¬
eral sons, one of tlieiu, General Sir
William Napier, being tho historian
of the Peninsular Wat.

Sir Thomas Bunbury, after divorcing
Lady Sarah, never married again, and

tat his dc.'.th was succeeded by a
nephew, grandfather oi the present
bfi rn>i »t.

SLOW IN FRAMING I
ANTITRUST LAWS

Washington, January 10..All Demo-
erats in Congress are not ngrced as to
how the work of framing antitrust
legislation to supplement the Sherman
law shall proceed, and there are pros-
pccts of warm ciiscussion in both
houses of Congress. Informal oonfer-
onces to-day were held between hull-
vidua! members of the House Judiciary
Committee and Democratic Senators.
who indicated they were averse to
hastening the antitrust legislative
urogram.
These Senators said they believed so

great a question should be slowly
handled, and that the legislation should
be framed with the utmost care to
avoid injustice and injurious results.
Some of the rank and file of the

House membership, who are drifting
back into Washington, contend that
there is a great demand for imnie-
diate legislation. Representative Henry,of Texas, chairman of tiie Hules Corn-
mittee, expressed satisfaction with tho
program of tho Judiciary Committee
majority.

Representative Webb, of North Caro¬
lina, a member of the Judiciary Com¬
mittee, will introduce a separate »bill
generally designed to strengthen the
Sherman law along a number of lines,
while Representative Carlin, of Vir-

ginla, chairman of the Judiciary Sub¬
committee on Trusts, has possession of
three tentative bills on Interlocking
directorates, trade relations, prices. In¬
junctions, damages and allied matters.
The tentntive bills will be taken up

in conference with President Wilson
after he returns from the South.
Whether there will he separate bills
defining monopolies and trusts so as to
meet tho existence of so-cnllcd de¬
batable ground In the enforcement of
the Sherman law rests with the Presl-
dnet.

ONLYliTABLE
AT ROYAL SHOOTS

London, January 10..Queen Mary's
economical propensities have been di¬
rected toward the expenses of the roy-
nl shoots. It has always been the cus¬
tom to provide two tables at luncheon,
one for the Kuesta and the other for
the equerries and minor household of¬
ficials. Tho Queen recently ordered
that but one table should he set, and
the order was observed at the last
shoot at Sandrlngham. When the
equerries learned that they would have
to wait until tho royal family and their
quests had finished, they tilled their
pockets with sandwiches and declined
to cat from tho table used by royalty.
An Incident that created more amuse¬

ment than the luncheon, however, oc¬
curred when Prlnco Henry Invited two

school friends for a week of shooting
directly after Christmas. The Prlncu
said nothing about it-suing tho invi¬
tations until a few days before his
guests were to urrlve. Queen Marythen Informed her eon that every room
In York Cottage was occupied, and al-
thouKh Queen Alexandra offered to
accommodate the boys at Kandrlng-ham. Queen Mary insisted tho boyushould not be allowed to come. She
dispatched two equerries to the boys'homes to explain why It would ba Im¬
possible to receive them. One boy was
at home, but thy other was In Paris
with his parents, and after the mes¬
senger had chased him all over Paris,the boy said he had forgotten all about
the engagement. Despite the Queen's
efforts this became public and created
much amusement.
